Minami) and Akemi (Maya Maki) on the beach, 
buries them in the sand where they are kicked, 
covered with ants, and then the motorboat is set 
afire. Gor6 arrives but is beaten by Okamoto 
(Isao Sasaki) and shamed in front of Teruko. 

Toshie makes the abduction proposal to Rosa 
but as a test they burn each other with cigarettes 
on the thigh until one breaks down. Rosa abducts 
Toshie's sister Keiko, confines her and Toshie 
in the cellar of a vacant villa. Toshie is stripped 
and pictures taken of her, while Mukai (Eiji Gd) 
begins to strip Keiko, a virgin, with the intention 
of raping her in front of the others. 

Gord and Yasuko, madam of the snack bar 
"Nagisa" who is actually Toshie's stepmother, 
charge in and Gord stabs Mukai to death. But 
Okamoto stabs Gord several times and both die 
in a brutal and bloody climax.

Suffering such inhuman cruelty, she has lost her 
memory. 

When Jun meets Kazuko and tells her about 
Mayumi, she confides that Otaguro is really her 
father. Just then Otaguro's thugs surround them 
and take them to a mansion. Jun is beaten up 
and thrown into a room in which Mayumi is kept 
prisoner, but she does not recognize him.

At the turn of the century, Chinese nationalists 
try to drive out foreigners from their soil but 
are suppressed in what is known as the Boxer 
Rebellion. Afterward Russia is the only one of 
the Allies that does not pull out her troops, leav- 
ing soldiers in Manchuria to jeopardize Japan's 
safety through nearby Korea. Protests are made 
to Russia but no answers are received, resulting 
in the end of diplomatic relations. Meanwhile, 
Admiral Tog6 (Toshiro Mifune), Commander-in- 
Chief of the Combined Fleet, is worried about 
the Russian Baltic Fleet. 

He plans to wipe out the Russian Asiatic Fleet 
at Port Arthur and Vladivostok to balance the 
power of the two countries and sends Com- 
mander Hirose (YQz6 Kayama) to blockade Port 
Arthur with old vessels. 

General Nogi (ChishO Ryu) begins his attack 
on Port Arthur but suffers heavy losses due to the 
superiority of Russian weapons. After the attack 
by the Japanese land forces, the Russian fleet in 
Port Arthur runs the blockade to join the Vladi- 
vostok squadron. 

On October 20th, 1904, the Baltic Fleet leaves 
Port Libau, destination unknown. But Admiral 
T6g6 is certain that it is headed for the Japan 
Sea. 

On New Year's Day, five months after the 
bloodiest battles, 203 Meter Hill finally falls into 
the hands of the Japanese Army. Major Akashi 
(Tatsuya Nakadai) also reports from Stockholm 
that the course of the Baltic Fleet is entirely in the 
hands of Admiral Rozhdestvenski. 

On May 27, 1905, at 1355 hours, the Z signal 
is hoisted on the flagship Mikasa as "crossing the 
T" or the "TQg6 Turn" is taken in sight of the 
Russian fleet. After the smoke of the mighty 
sea battle clears, only two Russian destroyers and 
one converted cruiser return to Vladivostok, 
while the Japanese fleet has lost only three 
destroyers.

In April 1934, Ichird Hirata (Kichiemon Naka- 
mura) enters the Naval Academy at Etajima.

Hirata takes part in many sea battles as a 
pilot and is later assisgned to the Air Fleet at 
Rabaul. However, the tide of war changes 
for the worse after the Battle of Midway and 
one day, he receives orders to escort the bomber 
plane in which Admiral Yamamoto (Shdgo 
Shimada), the Commander-in-Chief of the Japa- 
nese Combined Fleet, is . . .

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In the reign of leshige Tokugasa, the ninth 
Shogun, a Dutch ship arrives to conclude a peace 
treaty in exchange for guns at low prices.

Ichi summons a raw silk trader 
under pretense of business and Oden takes him 
to an inn and murders him for his wallet and 
watch. She is caught red-handed and taken to 
the execution ground.
